More thar two-million lake | 
trout eggs plus 100,000 splake 
eggs are being flown south from 
The, Pas to the Whiteshell trout j 
hatchery. After a couple of weeks

| eggs will be shipped to various 
state and provincial conservation 
agencies in North America and in 
| France. The eggs will be hatched 


|at those places and then distribut- 
ed in their lakes. 


Manitoba exchanges. these lake 
trout eggs with other agencies in 
|jreturn for eggs of other trout 
species not common in the prov- 
ince. The shipment to France is a 
co-operative undertaking with the 
Canadian Wildlife Service of the 
federal government. 

The remaining quarter of the 
eggs will be incubated and hatched 
at the Whiteshell hatchery some- 
; time in January or February. They 
| Will then lie dormant until March 
jor April. They will be released in

WITH THE

CROSSBREEDING CATTLE: 


With the trend back to more 
size in beef cattle there has been 
more widespread use of’ cross- 
breeding in commercial cattle. 
There has also been a buyer pref- 
erence for some of the crossbreds 
as feeders. Properly applied, cross- 
breeding can produce feeder cat- 
tle with good growth for age and 
with the ability produce good 
gains in the feedlot. It should be 
remembered that best results are 
obtained when a purebred bull of 
one breed and of good quality is 
mated to good quality females of 
another breed. In _ crossbreeding, 
as in any other mating, the qual- 
ity of the sire and dam determine 
the quality of the offspring. Some 
concern is felt over another trend, 
which is to use crossbred sires in 
a crossbreeding program. No 
crossbred bull, whether he is of 
Hereford, Angus, Shorthorn, Char- 
olais or Gallaway background is 
going to give his offspring the hy- 
bred vigor which he shows, and in 
addition the uniformity of size and 
conformation of the first cross is 
going to disappear. We have found 
in the past that crossbred bulls 
spoiled a lot of herds so commer- 
cial caftlemen are urged to think 
this over before going too far. 

* * * 
SORGHUM ALMUM TESTED: 

There was a lot of interest last 
spring in the forage crop Sor- 
ghum Almum. Because of doubt 
as to its value in Alberta farmers 
were urged to be cautious. The 
experimental farm at Lacombe 
tested this crop this past summer 
and their findings showed that this 
year at least it had little place in 
Alberta. Sorghum Almum yielded 
0.74 tons of dry matter.per acre. 
Oats yielded 2.74 tons per acre, 
Millet 2.48 tons, Corn 1.77 tons, 
Brome from first cutting yielded 
0.99 tons per acre. As Sorghum 
Almum is supposed to be a peren- 
nial the stand will be left over 
winter to test its winter hardiness. 

* * * 
SEED SUPPLIES: 

Seed may be in short supply in 
this district. If you think you have 
seed, now is the time to get a ger- 
mination test so that you know 
for sure. If you will need seed, 
now ‘is the time to start seeing 
about getting it. Get your seed 
cleanéd now while there is no rush. 


ALBERTA FARM GUIDE: 

Alberta has finally prepared a 
Farm Guide. This 200 page book is 
the first of its kind in Alberta and 
has taken a year to prepare. It 
gives good general coverage of all 
the different phases of agriculture. 

While this book is not available 
to school children, teachers may 
obtain one copy for use in class- 
room instruction. Farmers may 
get a copy at this office or by 
writing to the Extension Service, 
Department of Agriculture, Legis- 
lative Buildings, Edmonton. 

* * * 
SOIL DRIFTING: 

In spite of the wet fall there is 
the possibility that we may have 
soil drifting in this district if there 
is no snow cover and the winds 
keep blowing as they have. Usual- 
ly this can be prevented or stop- 
ped if straw or manure is spread 
wherever the first small areas 
start to move. This is usually on

knolls or ridges. It pays a farmer 
to watch closely and take action 
at the first sign of‘dust moving. 
If prompt action is not takén. it 
may be necessary to take more 
drastic action such as using a plow 
or lister on larger areas. 

GRAIN DRYERS: 

| This wet fall has once again 
created a lot of interest in grain 
dryers. While there are many val- 
uable features to consider in a 
good dryer there are also a few | 
things to remember concerning 
them. The greatest hazard is over- ; 
heating the grain. Temperatures 
of over 110 deg. F. seriously dam- 
age grain for seed purposes, tem- 
peratures over 130 deg. F. make 
wheat unsuitable for milling and 
températures of over 160 deg. F. 
seriously reduce its feed value. 
This means that one of the first 
things to look for in a dryer is 
‘ood heat control. Another valu-, 


able point is some kind of recircu- 
lating mechanism so as to prevent 
hot spots in the grain. Of the 
samples of dried grain tested by 
the wheat board this year, about 
80 percent had been damaged by |° 
overheating. There are many 
makes of commercial dryers on the 
market and anyone planning to 
buy one should investigate well 
before buying.

CNR Continental to 


use new Edmonton- 
Saskatoon route 


In an effort to bring trans-con- 
tinental train service to a greater 
number of communities in Sask- 
atchewan and Alberta, Canadian 
National Railways has announced 
that its Continental will be re- 
routed between Saskatoon and Ed- 
monton via North Battleford, 
Lloydminster, Vermilion, Vegre- 
ville and Fort Saskatchewan.’ The 
new service became effective Oc- 
tober 25.0 

The Super Continental will con- 
tinue to operate over its present 
route. In addition, Train No. 91 
will provide an overnight service, 
daily except Sunday, between 
Saskatoon and Edmonton via Big- 
gar and Wainwright. In the oppo- 
site direction, Train No. 92 will 
provide a day service, daily except 
Sunday, from Edmonton to Saska- 
toon. 

In making the announcement, 
CNR officials said the change is 
being made in recognition of the 
growing importance of those com- 
munities which the Continental 
will serve on its new route. 

CNR Railiner service between 
Edmonton, Lloydminster and North 
Battleford will continue to operate 
on its present schedule. However, 
Railiner service between Saskatoon 
and North Battleford was with- 
drawn on October 25.

For it 1s a serious 
handicap not to know how to use 
books to extend one’s information 
and pleasure; it is true that not 
everything can be learned from 
books, but, it is also true that 
| there is no subject on which books 
‘cannot provide auxiliary informa- 
tion, once the beginning has been 
made. Books provide the help that 
| boys and girls of more than aver- 
age intelligence or ambition need 
;to enable them to pull away from 
the ruck of. those who never read. 


In Peterborough our’ children 
and young people have the advant- 
age of an excellent Public Library, 
staffed by people ready and able 
to help them; there is a branch 
library and a school service as 
well. Children’s reference books, 
{as well as fiction, are available, 
and the child who wants to pursue 
{something that has come up in 
school, in order to be better in- 
formed about it, has every facility 
for doing so. 


As a general thing, however, 
the reading of children and young 
people is made up of stories, and 
never before have there been so 
many excellent books published 
for them as there are today. It 
is no longer possible to say that 
there is no body of good Canadian 
stories for boys and girls; - the 
‘publishers have felt the demand, 
and the books are available.

Reading Aloud 


by Dr. Hilda Neotby 
Patroness of Young Canada’s Book Week 


. It has recently been said in Canada that a bad book 
can do no harm. Is the converse true? Cah a good book 
do no good? I would emphatically dissent from both 
propositions. Books are a potent force for good’ and for 
evil, and especially for good or evil in the lives of the 


young. Nothing is more certain than that young people’ 


will find bad “literature”. It is of. immense importance 
that they should also meet good books. 


I once was shown a work of a factual nature with 
the remark that it was ‘very educational”. I: resented the 
implication that such works are more educational than 
others, although it is indeed a source of satisfaction that 
the mass of useful information needed by young people 
today is available to them in well-written and well-pro- 
duced works with abundant illustrations. 


But education, broadly conceived, demands above 
all works of imagination: poetry, drama and fiction. Edu- 
cation, we are told, is growth and is life. It.this broad 
general meaning is accepted, then works of imagination 
must be among the primary materials for education. Chil- 
dren cannot really grow, they cannot truly live, without 
them. We grow by experience. The relatively narrow and 
restricted experience of the child’s life is immensely ex- 
tended and enriched by those books which lead him into 
other worlds, and then return him ‘to his own with a new 
vision and a deeper insight. 


As for living, we live through close and clear con- 
tacts with other human beings. In the world of books the 
child meets people, his contacts with them are free and 
familiar. He can frequent his book friends as he chooses. 
They never repel him. They provide a perfect form of 
escape when his contacts with the world are difficult. 
But book people, if they are the real people of good books 
will return him to the world of his contemporaries more 
perceptive and more human. 


Books are sometimes set aside (as slightly anti- 
social) in favour-of a ‘'group.activity’’. It is too. often for- 
gotten that a book may be the centre of one of the best 
of all group activities, reading aloud. Librarians have 
set an admirable example in maintaining or renewing 


this almost forgotten-art.. At-one-time-it was a central: 


activity in almost every good home. Life in some Cana- 
dian homes is still enriched by it. In too many, however, 
it is now practiséd only. for the benefit ‘of those who can- 
not read, instead of bringing all together for common 
enjoyment: of the kind of pleasure which once really. 
tasted never palls.

Construction of buildings and 
laboratories, and the installation 
of equipment and technical sers 
vices at the site will then be uns 
dertaken, and operations begun on 
an organic-cooled, natural uran4 
ium-fuelled, heavy water-moderat~ 
ed reactor experiment in about;

It is expected that over the com- 
ing years the new centre will. ex- 
pand into a major/nuclear energy 
research and development estab- 
lishment which will support the 
general scientific and technical de- 
velopment of western Canada. 

It will be devoted exclusively ta 
the peacetime uses of atomic en- 
ergy, and directed principally to 
the use of atomic energy as a 
source of electric power.
